I K'Bin liiy ncfonnt wilh thu com- 
inissioimirf, whfl U in reality oiilv a 
shoebln<;(c, but ii^ addition he is every 
lliin;r possilile, and prrtomis coniinis- 
hiniis of e\eiy description, ai his namo 
indicates. is prafly, clever and dis- 
creet, and, at the iiinie time honest, so 
far as such a man pan be honest. The 
coniniissioiiaires form a -.eparalc carle, 
one insoribeil al llie .M«\or olliec, and 
each has his nnmlu r, which lie most 
wear very ostensibly on a .■■m.ili hra-s 
idate. There nru nboni six llioiKaml in 
I'aris, wlio, however, are divided into 
nninerous classes. 'I'lie comniission- 
ain^ of thp inner bonlcvanl siamls al 
llie lieail, ami llmv sialioneil al lhi> 
liiiiilevard ill's llalicns, .md aluiut the 
(irnnd Opiira arc line fellows who read 
tln'ir paper in the morning and imoku 
tlicir ciijar and live more at the wine 
sliop opposite ilian al their oomcr of 
ilieslri'cl. Kor two ccnls every com- 
mi.ssionaire will oleai^our boots, and 
tell ns, 'While brushing, the latest oc- 
carrciii'i's of bis ijuartor; tliere. a gas 
c\pIosion, or ail omnibus upset; here a 
lire or an arrest; he has soon it all, and 
on caeli ncouion was the principal act- 
ing person. A Fiirlsian comuiission- 
airo never has any small change, like 
Iho coachman. This is a princi- 
jilc, nnd the trick succeeds with 
many persons, csiiccially stian- 

aTS. They leave the poor devil 
0 ten cent piece in order not to wait, 
for be inquires nt three or four plaoes 
for copper money and, stran;;(! to say, 
can not oblaiy il aiiyuhi ie, as ho as- 
sures us, wilh llio most serious face iu 
tjie world. 

The story of the black noodle on the 
boulevard iMonlmartre, tnough many 
Tears old, is still told in substunce. 
I'liis black poodle always kept faitb- 
fnlly by his moSitcr's side nnd paid 
L'rcat attention to the passors-by. If a 
liaiiil'^omrly.itn'ssed dandy canic alon;; 
the piiiiilie thrust, its forepaws in the 
gutter ami ran otV to )>Iace them on the 
dandy's boots. The natuMl result was 
that fho gentleman niusl. have them 
(■leaned by the nearest shoeliack, and 
lliis happened to be the poodle's mas- 
ter. When llui trick was known all 
I'arls wished to see the clever doi,' in 
order to have their bools dirtied by" the 
noodle and cleaned by its master. The 
latter then appointed his four children 
as aids, as he could not himself satisfy 
all his cu>liiiners. and in tlu' cuiirse lif 
a few months lie sa\ ed up a small cap- 
ital Willi which to establish himself 
elscwbero. The clever poodle was 
keiit till its iIoMlli as tlio Ijenefnctor of 
the whole f.iinily. and held in liigh 
honor, llul Iho commissionaire is a 
man of rank among the Farisian 
cjihcmertel, nnd henoo has no poetical 
aide. Ho Is, wilh few ccoeptions, the 
prose of the boulevard. 

Our boots are bright, nnd wilh tlie 
hundred thousnnd other people wo 
stroll along the boulevards, and have 
oll'ered our arm to n laily relation.. A 
lady is indispensable, or else the new 
knipht of industry I am al)0ut to iiitro- 
diiee could mil succeed; a man is too 
hard-hearted and might laugh at him. 
The fellow comes oloso up to ns, hold- 
ing in his hand a small cage filled wilh 
sparrows and swallows, and says with 
a Ircmliling voice as he pnints to the 
capt.ives: "See, liow erucl to imprison 
tlu! poor little oreaturcst Be morclfnl, 
niadamo; they are only live cents 
apiece; give one of them its liberty." 
A heart of stone would almost "bo 
touched by this— how much more, then, 
^fenialo heart; benoc, you choose n 
bird which, when set at liberty, flies to 
file nearest tree and twitters its thanks. 
The man pockets ids five cents, bows 
politely and then assails the \\<tiX lady 
who arrives. 

Dtliers have small tables on which 
they display their .soods, stand behind 
llicni nnd then invite passers by to lis- 
ten to them for a liltlr moment. The 
talkinj; is lIni main point, and many 
have nllaincd such a pitch in their ora- 
tory that hundreds will stop to listen, 
not troubling themselves about what 
the chatterer has to sell, esiiecially ns ho 
wanders to a tliousand subjects, which 
•re miles away from hi^ trade artiples. 
But thla is right and proper,' and tiie 
BM>ro thiqr twnu the better the FuiiiM 



likes It Many sellers keep their tables 

oarefi"!!/ coveted so tliat nothing is 
visible, nnd tlien begin to talk about 
the discovery of America, of Napoleon 
the Great and the politics of the day. 
Of course, yon liavc not the remotest 
conception what lie means by all this 
or what ho has for sale; nt Inst herniseH 
the cover and produces eitlier a new 
lilncking paste or a small instrument lo 
he used al once as toothpick, penholder, 
iitsland ami eia.ser, and only costing 
live eenls, or so on. Still none of the 
crowd are ready lo buy the Ihiii;^; but 
this does nut eonfii.se our hero; he di.s- 
tribntes on nil sides the llncon, or 
whatever it may be, and says: "You 
can jiny me to-morrow, or when you 
arc passing." Al length there is a pur- 
chiwr, and directly aflerteii. as uo one 
wished lo bo first. At times it happens 
that the improvised dealer suddenly 
breaks of in liis speech, seizes his table 
nnd lioits wilh it, to the great surprise 
of his hearers, who look after him, and 
of whom only the initiated are aware 
of the true reason of bis hasty flight. 
A sergeant de vlllo has shown himself 
at the next corner, for wliom all the 
street si llers, who liave no cards of 
lieeiiscs, cnl .'rtaiii i,Trat rojiect. as he 
siiuiily takl■^ lln ui l,\ liir rollar ami 
leads them to the pieli'c;iirc, aprm ceil- 
ing whicli always ends badly. We see 
that tile daily bread of these poor fd- 
lotvs is not lightly gained in Paris. 

Further oil >tauils another niaii. also 
at a small table, but he has uo cause lo 
fear the police. He Is an artist, as hi 
says, reeognizc<I by the Government, 
and slands uniler the special proteetion 
of the Miuisler. Ili.s Kvrclleui v, he in- 
forms us, has lepea'tedly oflered him a 
situation in the writing Bnd reckoning 
schools, but ho deelin^ It in order to 
s. rve the [mlilie. Al. the same time he 
is a jierfcct artist with the pen; with 
rapid, sure and graceful lines lie draws 
in a few instants an eagle with out- 
stretched wings or a well executed like- 
ness of some well known public ehar- 
acter. lie then oilers tlicm to the spec- 
tators gratis and merely for the honor 
of having his talent reeoguiziil 
liy an nnialenr. At the same lime 
he Sills steel pens, which are good 
and cheap, and honestly declares that 
iiis art is based on the pens, which per- 
sons need only buy in order to draw 
and writo like him. "It onlv requires 
a little practice," he adds, wlih a know- 
ing smile. 

A eollcague on the other side of the 
boulevard loudly offers twenty dollars 
to the man who can mend china better 
than he. Twenty ili.llnr^ Heaven 
knows where he got tlieiu fnim or if 
they arc real -lie on his table liclore 
liiiii ami attract not a few i,Minins. "I 
ciiiilil," lie relates, "loni; a;j:o have hen 
a rich man if I would have s.iM lii.' ir;- 
ciet of my coni|iosition to IJie Goveir- 
iiieiit. The director of the great por- 
celain factory at Sevres would gi»e 
half his fortune for it; but then my dta- 
covery wiiulil only bcm-lit the fevf. 
while now it js cummou property, 
an4 >q on, The bottje posts only teir 
pents. He then feels In a beep of gay 

|iii s of <:liina. ami very cleverly oom- 

jioM's of the pici'o i,f cliiua a plate or a 
eup, wliich he ntnk. s in order to prove 
the solidity of hi^ coiiipn-itiuu, ami 
finally assures lis I hat lie onee mcmicil 
a broken gun.h'irrei. with which its 
owner still goes out shooting. Kenlly, 
more can not be expected. 

Whiirever thi re i> a free spot on the 
boulevards, fornicil by rctreatinghonscis 
and hroailer trotloirs, il is'atonoe occu^ 
pied by a singer, an acrobat or a jiig- 
;,'li'r; a lai';;e circle is formed round the 
anisic, who lir^t harangiici the apectn- 
lorJ in the usual way, ami tlien displays 
his skill, gqob Is I'aris every day, and 
while wo are swimming with the u»l- 
vei'siil hireiim we will loiter on, no mat- 
ter wlirre, for we are sure to see aonie- 
thing amusing. We. need only join lliut 
crowd from whose center wo merely 
hear the words: "Forty cents, gimlle- 
men, no nioi'i'; fifteen, sixteen, twenty 
—it wants twenty cents more; forty 
cents, that is all." From time to time 
We hear coppers falling until the art- 
iste suddenly exclaims: "Stay, gentlo- 
nicu; do not throw any more; Uieieare 
already three eenls too many. I only 
lei|iii'slcd forty cents, and am a man of 
honor." lint what will he irive us for 
the forty ceiilsP He Is n tali, thin fel- 
low, liungry looking and shabby. Be- 
fore hiin, on the ground, there is a 
Woollen box; it is very small, and yet 
he promises lo j;el into it and have "the 
lid shut on him. "Impo.ssible!" every 
body cries, for a boy would scarce have 
room in the box, mneh less so tall a 
man. The postnrer laughs eondesecud- 
ingly, and simply repeats: "t'ortv 
cents, gentlemen, and you will see.'' 
When the money is subscribed ho gets 
into the Imx, a gamin jumps on the lid, 
and he is really in it. Tliia posturoman 
daily shows this trick ten or twelve 
tinii-i in I'aris, and so earns aboul four 
dollar.s. 

Let us go into llie cafes— that is to 
say, sit down ontslde in the shade of 
the awning. If a pince is to be had. 
The large cafes on tlie boulevards are 
lilh'd from eii;lit o'clock in the morn- 
ing till luiduiKlit or past On the in> 
ner boulevards there are at least one 
hundred cafes, which all do a roaring 
trade. We have secured n table and a 
couple of chairs ami survey the heav- 
ing mas.s, Imt have not been seated live 
minutes ere we are laid under contri- 
bution. The llower girls, of whom 
there must be legions in Paris, aro the 
first, When sent nway they lay n small 
bouiiuet on the table and go aside. The 
stranger or novice who is not ui) lo the 
Iriek probably takes up the bouquet 
and smells it; at once the jdrl is hack 
and asks for two eents. Sue will say 
quite boldly: "You have accepted it 
and you must keep it, sir." What 
can you do, surrounded as you are by n 
iinndred ladies and ^ntlemen, and in 
nil public looallties.in Paris yon mnst 
bo very careful not to make yourself 
ridiculous. 

A man approaches our table with 
most lamentable gestures; bo is deaf 
and dumb. Ho hands us a small 
printed paper, on which which wo find 
the sign language of the deaf and dumb; 
above it is the motto; "Have pity for a 
poor deaf and dumb." Allhoiigh wo 
are beginning to feol annoyed at being 
so incessantly pestered, still the woe- 
begone face of the man in the midst of 
this merry, rejoicing world moves us. 
We give the niau ten cents, but ho has 
hardly taken it ere a sergeant do villc 
seises him rather .ronghly and leads 
him off with the words: "BTave I caught 
you again, yon vai;nbond?" Wo dis- 
tinctly hear llie deaf and dumb man 
imploring to bo lot go Ibis lime.iiut the 
man in uniform is inexorable. Ere 
now fear has been known to restore 
speech is the consolation we adopt for 
having been swindled. We light a 
second cigar and naturally throw the 
glowing stnmp on the ground. But at 
the same instant an oLd man's greedy 
hand Is stjjttohed out lo il, and bo puts 
it in a bar. The oignr stump collectors 
are ne.arly nil old peojile, who have 
selected this wrctclied trade as a last 
resort lo keep them from starvation. 
For these poor, fellows ere htmgir 
(wioe R dv tenlubr. tint ther an M»- 



Med if they gel something to eat once 
a day. Bnt can it lie bcliuved that the 
cigar slumps form a considcraliie 
article of trade at the great Halle? Yet 
sueh seems to be the cnse. The marUet 
eardencrs make out of them a llnid to 
kill the insects and grubs on tlio vege- 
tables Browing on the immense plain 
of St. Ileiiis, ar.d the rmoVers of the 
capitil sujiply thu nocuesary lUBterial 
for the sprinkling. 

A little boy is crying at the comer 
of a street— of course on one of the 
gralinirs of the sewers. The poor boy 
has evidently lost something; in a few 
seeouds fifty curious people iiuve gath- 
ered around him, ana we hear tho sad 
story. His father, a harsh, severe man 
(it is often, too, a sick mother), haflf 
sent him to the baker's with a dollas 
piece; al the corner he was thrust or 
tho pavement by the i rowil, f. ll ami 
lost tho coin in Ids fall, which slipped 
through the grating and was, conse- 
quently, hoiielessly hist Is not this a 
sad story! If tlie boy jilays Ids part 
cleverly, if lie liowls, and erics nnd 
tears his hair, swears that he dare not 
venture home for fear of bis father, who 
will beat him to death, or because bis 
sick inolherwill now liavo nothing to 
e:il. as it was her last money, be would 
sooner throw liiniself into the Seine 
and so on, a compassionate gentleman 
(riveshim a ten cent piece, others follow 
the liberal example, and the lost dollar 
is thus easily made u|). The whiile 
thing, however, isonly atrick, inwhich 
two or three are generally engagi d, 
and a hundred steps further on tiie ac- 
complice avv-aits the fortunate result 
If, as at times will occur, the politv 
interfere, the father himself comes up 
and confirms his son's statenieni; but 
more often the uiiha|ii)y boy bolts on 
the appearance of the sergeant de 
ville. The Parisians are well aware of 
these tricks, but this docs not prevent 
them from lieiii;; taken ia again and 
again; but foreigners are Uie principal 
persons on whose parses the swindlers, 
great and small, speoulhta. Thus, 
some years airo, a man westfjom hotel 
to lioi' l ill Hie I'aubourg Sk Honore, 
w ho^nockcd at every door acd begged 
for alms, "so that be couM bury liis 
only son, who had died yMterday." 
Tho man, llioui;li ho wore a blouse, 
looked peifieilv rcspAtable and hon- 
est; be wept bitter tears at the same 
time, descrilied his son's illness and 
sufl'erings circumstantiullv, and in coii- 
dnsion produced a sum oHour dollars, 
whicii he had n.ready collected, but he 
must liavo eight, as the funeral cost 
that amount This man bad been liv- 
ing on his son's buri:d about two 
years. 

With Hie nightfall other industrlnh 
arc visible, who can only show in the 
evening. A 111:111 comes up ami po^ls 
himself in llie middle of the road, puti 
his hat cautiously and mysteriously on 
the ground, with a candle by Its side, 
nnd Iheii begins his pallietio address. 
His object is to atlraet public allenlio'i 
to what is hidden under the liat 
"Never, so lone as Paris has existed,'' 
ho exclaims, "nas any thing so cheap. 
<o line, so remarkable been seen. The 
iMcalest savants are not agreed as to 
I'll' solution of the marvel." The hat 
.r'.ill remains al th.' muiic spot; iit times 
ti c orator iirepaivs to rai.se il, b'lt hes- 
itates, and bei.'ins his speech afresh. 
I his la-sts a good quarter of an hour 
anil lon;;er, accordini.' to Hie imp;,- 
liriuc of the hearers, who at lcii"lli 
throw him a couple of pennies so iTiat 
he may raise his hat. What is then 
visible is naturally not worth the 
tronhle; a "gold" watch eliaiii for live 
eriils, ^lll:ll| "fjiilil'' rin;,'s, willi "real " 
stoni's, for two cents, or .sonielliiiig of 
tlio (ort. Many go aw.iy annoyed and 
abuse tho humbug, wlio probably has 
not breakfasted yet though it is nine 
o'elo.'k nt night The cTiairs on the 
boulevards on fine afternoons, aItlion;;h 
lliei'i) are thousands of them, are all 
engaged: you seek m vain an empty 
one. It is of no use. "A kingdom 
for a chair!" A clean lad at once of- 
fers n.'i two for monsieur el madame; 
he has engaged them at his own risk, 
and paid two ccnls apiece for them, so 
wo give him ten cents. 

For Hie following trick t» • gamins 
are needed, but they arc easily found. 
An elegant genllenian comes up, who 
is glad to get olV tho dirty macadam on 
lo the clean Irottoir. 'The gentleman 
steps daintily through the mud, but, 
unluckily, a gamin stumbles against 
liis stick, which falls iu the dirt An- 
other gamin (the nccomplice), how- 
ever, runs up at once, picks ttie stick 
out of the dirt, wipes it clean and 
hands it to the gentleman, who is gla/1, 
al any rale, lo save his new gloves. 
This service is worth its couple of 
eents. "Why do not the rasoals 
workP" one may ask. Well, the truth 
is, the Parisian gamin is n vagabond, 
nnd if ho worked like other lioncst 
people tho French cnpital would bo 
jioorer liy one of its most interesting 
types. Hesidcs the gamins are not so 
very bad, for nearly all, ns they do not 
know wliat else to do, volunteer in 
their seventeenth year and become oap- 
ilnl food for powder.— ilrooiU^ fo^w.

She 
has an allowance of f.'i.OOO a year for 
her wardrobe. The (ionld stiilile, on 
Kortv-fourth street, is n hai.dsoiuo 
building of brlek, willi browll stone 
trimmings and plate-glass windows. 
Six horses arc kept in it during the win- 
ter, and a closed carriage, a landau and 
two coupes.

Neither One Hull nor Jumping Bull, 
Jr., was at home, but I foiiml the frreat 
Sitting ISnll himself silliiinin his lnil;;c 
alone and unattended, and as solemn 
as an owl. The stolidity of this lii.li:iM 
is truly awful. He merely giaiieed up 
as I entered his lodge, but paid no 
more attention to my presence than if 
I were in Egypt or at the North Pole. 
I have heard that one might enter the 
presence of Sitting Bull with a brass 
band, throw handsprings before him, 
smile, weep, have convulsions or do 
some other outrageous thing, and that 
ho will sit still and look at Hie unfor- 
tunivte while man who is attempting to 
be agreeable with a cold and reserved 
glance, but wilh an utterly uninter- 
ested eye. Notliing disturbs him, nnd 
ho never smiles, but sits in somber si- 
lence day after day, as if his mind was 
overburdciied with the weiglity mus- 
ings of a philo.sopher. Ncyertbcless, 
the same n il-skinncd Warrior is the 
Napoleon of liis race. Ho is the son 
of Jumping Bull, a great chief In liis 
day, and was born in the year 181)7 ou 
Willow Creek, below the mouHi of tho 
Cheyenne river, in Dakota. Aeeord- 
ilig to bis own statement bis faHicr 
was H very rich man and the owner of 
a great many ponies in four colors. 
When ho himself was only ten 
years old ho was already famous 
iLs a hunter of game, his specialty 
being bnfi'alo calves. These he 
gave to the (loor who bad no horses. 
On the death of his father, thirty odd 
,\e:irs a;,'o, he l.illcl buffalo Bud fed his 
people. When only fourteen years old 
DC slew an eneiuy and began to make 
himself famous m battle and thereupon 
became a chief. Although an Indian 
may be a chief from inheritance, yet he 
mnst to bo of any degree or to wield 
any power make himself one by his 
deeds. From the age of ten to fourteen 
his people called him "Sacred Stand," 
but after he had slain the enemy re- 
ferreil to they cliaiigeil his namo to 
'i'otaiil,a-yaii-i:inka, which, translated 
into the vcriiaenlar, si^rnilics reclining 
or sitting bull. He has two squaws, 
and another who has gone to the "great 
spirit land." lie liius or had nine 
eliililieii. anions whom (a most rare 
tiling with the i-.ieo) arc lo be found a 
set of twins. "Louis-who-oides-under- 
Ihc snow" is the best known son, but n 
boy entirely lacking in lilial affection 
or duly; for tliis s;ime Louis Willi tho 
long name acted as a scout for the 
United States troops during the many 
years the blue-coated regulars of Unclo 
Sam wi;re hunting his vagaljond father 
over the ]ilains of Northern Montana 
into tho Canadian possessions. 

Ot bis wives, the chief has not yet 
eonie to tho determination whether ho 
will discard one of them or not. Hi.shop 
Marly, of the Catholic Church, has vis- 
ited, talked, arnrued and liiially, as he 
believes, coiiverleil the old fellow to 
the doelrine of Christianity. Tho 
stumbling block to confirmation, how- 
ever, is the two wives. He jirofesses 
to be deeply attached to both, and is 
niidecided which one to give up. 
There is no doubt that tho renowned 
eliicftain liiids his power gone and bis 
authority no longer recognized. Jn 
talking with army ofllcers on tho sub- 
ject none of them class Silliiijr Hull as 
a great warrior. That lie was present 
al the Custer fight is admitted by them, 
but not as the head chief and ring- 
leiider, but simply lus a medicine man 
of third or fourth degree.

A VALUABLE PIPE. 

lIUtoi7ertheFir>ii ^li-i-no-iiiuim Pipe and 
Ita IluiDlilu .linker. 
In 17'2.1 there lived In I'esth, the capi- 
tal of Hungary, Kaiol Kowates, a 
shoemaker, wliosi? iiigcmiity in cutting 
nnd carving on wood, etc., brought bin' 
in contact with Count Andras.sy, an- 
cestor of the jiri'si'iil Prime .Minister ol 
Austria, with whom he hccanie a favor- 
lie. The Count, on his return from a 
mission to Turkey, brought with him a 
large ]>iecc of whitish clay, which had 
been presented to him ns a curiosity on 
account of its extraordinary light 
specific gravity. Il .struck the shoe- 
maker that being poriis, it must nat- 
urally be well adapted for jiipes, as 
it would absorb tho nicotine. The ex- 
periment was tried, and Karol cut a 
pipe for the Count an'd one for himself. 
But in pursuit of his trade he could not 
keep his hands clean, and many a 
piece of wax became attached lo the 
pipe. Tho clay, however, instead of 
assuming a dirty appearance, as 
was natiirallv to be eNpected. v\'hen 
Karol wi|ied il oil', n ei ived wherever 
the wax had touched, a clear brown 
polish, instead of the dall white it pre- 
viously had. Attributing this change 
In the lint to the pro)ier source, be 
waxed the wlmlc surface, ami, polish- 
ing the pipe, again smoked it, and no- 
ticed how admirably and beautifully it 
colored; also how much more sweet 
tho pipe smoked after lieing waxed. 
Karol iiad struck the smoking philoso- 
pher's stone; and other noblemen, 
hearing of the wonderful properties of 
this singular species of clay, imported 
it in considerable quantities for the 
mnnufaclnre of iiipcs. The natural 
scarcity of this much esteenicd article, 
ami the great cost of its traiisporta- 
lion in tho.se days of limited facilities 
for Iran.sportation, rendered its use ex- 
clusively coiilined to the richest Eu- 
ropean noblemen until lM;ln, when it 
became a more general article of Irnile.

charge, Dr. Dudley being himself 
possessed of a eonipetcnce, never 
asked for and never received a salai y 
His heart was in bis work and he 
gave unstintedly of bis time and la- 
bor to the cause of the Church.

Tlic iialiiolici iii/i iis ofllic Disliicl 
cclobralod llie UOtli birlluUy of llie 
Nttiou on Iwo d«y» lliU ye«r— Sun- 
day and Moiidny. Many of llie 
cliurchcA, instead of llic usual Si b 
balli service, liad a 4lli of .luly meet- 
ing Sunday cvonIii(f. Tlio pi incii a' 
features of llio gatlioiint'8 were pat- 
riolic utieiaucea of many Senatora 
aud UrpreaeuUllvea. Tliocily w«< as 

aulet as could be Imagined on Mon- 
ay. Tlio liitr (rovcriinictit l)iiiMini.'« 
wi'ie loi:k(;il, mid all llie ile|)arliiioiil 
people rushed for steamboats and 
railroad trains to lake them down 
the river or Into thecountry. Nearly 
. all the heads of departinenls were out 
of the city. Tlie only sl«n of life was 
at tliH soiilli end of llic Capitol where 
the House, witlimit a symptom of 
patriotic emotion, held a perspiring 
session, grinding away upon the gen- 
eral deficiency bill. An opportunity 
to see the House in session was about 
the only thing llial otVoicd any satis- 
faction to the crowd of rustics wlio 
were allured to the city by one-half 
railroad fare. The law prohibiting 
tbe combustion of power In any form 
was rigidly enforced. The only re- 
deeming feature was a tine display ol 
flrcworlis at night in liio White 
House lot, which attracted an enor- 
mous crowd. 

Time Is fleeting, but our legislative 
Bolona make but slow proiircss in 
llghlening the biiidi'ii of legislation 
wnich was ccnimilted toilieircliarpo 
last December, iiotwilhstaiiding llii'ir 
dally and nightly session to dispose 
of business. All idea of considering 
many important bills, such as the in- 
crease of the Navy, lias bwii siiveii 
up, and the Idea of tarilV U;;islatioii 
or even tariff debate has been aban- 
doned, as was indicated by a resolu- 
tion, presented to the House by Mr, 
Iforrisoik, aakluc to have a day fixed 
' for the consideration of bills reported 
from the Committee on Ways and 
Means, and now on the calendar, not 
to include any bill raising revenue. 
It is a great pity that so many bills 
iiow upon the calendar, to which no 
objection possible cauid be raised, 
Bliould fail to pass because the way is 
blocked bv more objectional bills 
Which stand liigliei- on ilie lift. 

The President continues to be 
flooded with pension bUli wbioh are 
rusfied ihrongh Congress. During 
this season 665 special pension acts 
have become laws, wlnl ; 1)2 have lie n 
vetoed. Tiie action of liie I'lTsidont 
ill lelurniiig so many bills witliout 
ills signature has greatly exasperated 
tlui|p«nslou iegiblators, but thai the 
Fr.!sldent is supported by the majority 
of tiie members in the stand ho lias 
taken is very ajiparent. It is taken 
for granted in Congress llial wlieii a 
bill is vetoed and nothing more is 
licard in regard in it from the com- 
mittee wlioseduty it is to report to 
their respective House, tiio veto is 
ac<|iiit'sccd in, and thus tlie President 
is hnKtalncd. 'J'hcn^ has not been 
mora tlian throe vetoed pension bills 
rfported bae^ to (he Uouiei and not 
mafiy iiiore to llie Senate, and as yet 
none have been passed' over the veto. 
The House is determiucd to sustain 
the President in the stand he has 
taken, anil it is inobablo that not a 
single bill will be passed over the 
vol*. 

Several congressmen liavc recently 
expressed llicrr dclerminalion not to 
accept a reuomluatioii, but none liavi 
created such a wide expression of 
regret and sorrow as the announce- 
ment made by ex-Governor Curtin, 
the war Governor of Pennsylvania, 
that this would be the last session 
spcDtbyliim in tlio House of Con- 
gress. The chief reason assigned for 
this determination are on account of 
old axe and tbe Incessant importun- 
itlea of office-seekers, who liarrass 
and annoy him from morning to night. 

The printers who do all of Uncle 
Sam's printing arc unusually happy 
just now, owing to the warm and 
earuest action of the House committee 
on printing. The clerks In all of the 
departments are allowed 30 days 
leareineaoh year with pay. Hitherto 
t'le employees iii the tiovcrnincni 
Printing ofllceTiavo had no privilege 
of this kind. Congress lias passed 
Hiid the President has signed a hill 
giTing tbem 16 days leave with pay. 
The lady •mployees sent nisgniflcent 
floral offerings to tiie Capitol, and 
had them placed on tlio deiiks of the 
mcnibcrd of the coniiiiiltees of the 
Senate and House who were largely 
iustruniental in securing the passage 
of the nieaBiii e. H.

riTZ'JOHN POUTER'S BALLOON. ] 

A DangeroQs Bide Orer thi Oonfkd- 
erate Army in War Timt. 

"I Rup|)ose y on never heard of Filz- 
.lohu Porter's balloon ride," aald an 
old army oflieer the oilier day to 

an Allaiila Constitution reporter. 
"Well,'' he eontiiiued, "it wai one of 
the most romantic events In llie life 
of that gallant soldier. He was witli 
McClcIlaniu tiiePenlnsuiarcampaign 
and was distinguished for his inlelll- 
gent activity. Porter conceived Ihe 
iJca tiiat balloons could be made very 
useful in reconnoilerlug and at his 
request Gen. McClcllan obtained the 
necessary eiiuipnieiil for this service 
Tlic baH'oou and llio apparatus for the 
nianufacluicof thegas were procured 
without imu li dill'u-iilly, Inil an aero- 
naut was not so easy to obtain. Some 
of the officers of the oiiKinoer corpse 
agreed to make Ihe first trip In the 
balloon, wliieh was to allbid a view 
ortlieConlVMleriUe oiieriUioii'. i'orter 
walehcd their preparalions with keen 
iitei'cst. Just as thcv had every 
thing ready lie stepped into the bas- 
ket of the eliimsy gas bag to see that 
evervlliing iiad been properly prepar- 
ed. 'While he was exaniiiiiiig ilie 
inaeliuie il slipped fidiii llie gi i|i of 
the men who held it and shot like an 
arrow up Into Iho air, carrying Por- 
ter as lis lone ia«onger. He had 
never been in a hi.Iloon before and 
knew notliiiig whatever about man- 
aging one. A St llf breeze was blow- 
and the great bulb (lew like a 



bird away from the attonished camp 
unlil it became a mere speck in tlie 
sky, and then fluled completely from 
sight. Not a man who w akhed il 
disappear cxpeelid that he would 
ever sec Porter alive again. He 
sUrted on his wild flight at 7 o'clock 
In the morning. The day wore away 
with the camp In a state of great 
commotion over the probable death of 
its favorite officer. Wlieii nigiit 
came and notiiiiig hod been seen of 
the balloon, it was tlio general con- 
viction that Porter had either been 
killed by a fall from his balloon or 
liad been captured by tiie Confedcr- 
alci. About daybreak next morning 
a picket challenged a man coming 
toward the federal line and amoment 
later recognized Gen. Porter. His 
balloon had carried him clean over 
the Confederate army. He was fired 
at a dozen times by tl e Confederate 
artillery. At niglit Ihe wind eliangcd 
and brought him back, and when he 
saw that Tie was over his own army 
ho Ictout tiie gas graduaity and safely 
descended, nfier being twenty hours 
ill the air, with Ihe vision of a lior- 
riblc death constantly before him 
After tills strange advciilure no 
more experiments with balloons were 
mada in MoClellan'i army."
